majority are those who seem favor 
stall enough accommodate 
six, eight more calves. Their argu- 
ment that reduces labor. this 
argument cannot subscribe. have 
and always will favor the individual 
stall.

The individua! stall 
permits individual feeding according 
needs, and promotes desirable uni- 
form development. 
stall avoids direct contact between 
calves. the case infection, this 
can most important factor 
blocking the spread the infection. 
would not bold enough 
claim that individual stalling will 
prevent the spread disease. Some 
diseases are capable 
born and contaminate 
housing quarters, exposing all the 
calves confined these quarters. 
These diseases, once they make their 
appearance, present difficult prob- 
lem. There are two ways fighting 
such infection. The first step,

and very important one, stop 
adding new susceptible 
these infected quarters. Often this 
means converting some other farm 
building into temporary housing 
for calves. important 
this step is, will only effective 
all contact between the infected 
quarters and the temporary housing 
quarters are broken. With the large 
operation this does not present 
problem. employee, normally em- 
ployed for other farm services, can 
converted into part time calf 
man. the smaller operation this 
not always possible. With limited 
manpower, frequently neces- 
sary for single individual take 
care both groups. 

When operational limitations make 
necessary for the same person 
take care both groups calves, 
few simple but standard precau- 
tionary measures should 
fully observed. The non-exposed 
group calves should cared for 
first. Then, before entering the in- 
fected quarters, the caretaker should 
put coveralls and slip rubber 
boots which removes when leav- 
ing the quarters. The transfer all 
equipment and utensils from infect- 
quarters non-infected quarters 
should strictly observed. The viru- 
lence these air-born diseases will 
quickly subside rob them 
new fuel, this means, stop 
feeding the infected quarters with 
new highly susceptible calves. When 
the surviving calves are old enough

Failure follow 
these simple rules can 
battle for existence active for 
unlimited period. 

When dealing with contact dis- 
eases, where one calf has come 
into direct contact with carrier, 
the individual stall offers great 
barrier the spread the infection. 
This barrier can effectively main- 
tained when the caretaker observes 
all the rules sanitation. The 
violation even the simplest rule 
sanitation can make the barrier 
provided the individual stall in- 
effective. other words, the care- 
taker, living and observing 
simple but code, can 
protector calf health. With in- 
difference and carelessness, can 
become active agent the spread 
disease. The difference time 
required the caretaker small 
that can measured terms 
minutes, yet the time factor the 
alibi most commonly offered ex- 
plain why the rules sanitation 
were violated. This train thought 
represents backward thinking and 
not forward looking. barn full 
healthy calves can fed and cared 
for routine procedure with mini- 
mum time required. contrast, 
who can even estimate the time that 
will required nurse sick calf 
calves back health? There can 
time schedule nor are there 
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iny guarantees that time, efforts and 
invested nursing the sick 
will successful. Even when suc- 
cessful maintaining life, there 
way estimate the permanent 
damage that has been caused the 
infection. is, therefore, 
warding direct one’s energies and 
time effort keep the healthy 
—healthy. 

Before domestication, the newborn 
calf, with human attendant, had 
depend upon inherent instincts 
and the attention the mother for 
survival.

group penning calves during the 
milk feeding period, there always 
danger that with the appetite not 
completely satisfied, one more 
calves will form the habit 
tempting satisfy the appetite 
nursing pen mate. This can 
very costly and destructive. this 
stage development the rudimen- 
tary tissue the udder very deli- 
cate, easily damaged, and even des- 
troyed. the number one cause 
heifers. add the seriousness 
the problem, once the nursing habit 
formed there real danger that 
will carry over into the pasture 
season. The nursing bred heifers 
almost certain result dam- 
aged quarters. This another argu- 
ment favoring the individual stall. 
When physical facilities not per- 
mit individual stalling, the calves 
should tied milk feeding 
time and remain tied until they have 
lost the desire nurse. Even this 
precaution not enough give com- 
plete protection against this destruc- 
tive habit nursing. pen calves 
should kept under close observa- 
tion, and calf shows signs 
developing the habit should 
removed and confined away from 
the other calves. 


Almost all infectious calf diseases 
are accompanied sharp and sud- 
den rise temperature. This rise 
temperature frequently occurs before 
the calf shows any physical symp- 
toms. With outbreak infec- 
tion, the thermometer, systema- 
tically used, can almost valu- 
able controlling the disease 
medication itself. discovered before 
the physical symptoms are evi- 
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dence, the calf still strong, eating 
and physically able help the 
infection. Proper medication this 
stage greatly increases the owner’s 
chances winning the battle. 
treating calf diseases, time very 
precious and valuable weapon. the 
infection allowed develop until 
the physical symptoms 
appearance, there serious danger 
that the calf will have lost its will 
live and medication becomes the 
only weapon. All too frequently this 
inadequate. Even though the calf 
lives through the infection, there 
danger that scars have been left that 
permanently lower efficiency. has 
been pointed out before, permanent 
and damaging scar tissue more 
commonly associated with respiratory 
infection calves than with most 
other calf diseases. 

Bacterins and serums have been 
developed medical research 
veterinary medicine that are proving 
helpful both disease treatment and 
disease prevention. Both have their 
place the field medicine. 
Serums are collected from the blood 
animals that have been rendered 
immune specific disease inoc- 
ulation. Its greatest value 
antitoxic. With the onset any in- 
fection disease, the animal imme- 
duately begins develop antibodies 
with which fight the infection. 
The development this self-manu- 
factured weapon requires time. 
the onset the infection sudden 
and severe, the animal body often 
overwhelmed before has time 
develop its own weapons. Serum ad- 
ministered this early stage acts 
booster, providing the body the 
time required develop its own 
protective bodies. Serums are also 
valuable providing the animal 
short periods protection, but its 


effectiveness reliable for only short 
periods. 

Bacterins are prepared 
teria. The bacteria treated that 
they have lost their infectious power 
but they are still capable simulat- 
ing symptoms not unlike the disease 
itself. Their greatest value pro- 
ducing more permanent immunity 
than the serums. From two three 
weeks are required for the immunity 
develop. During this period there 
are sometimes physical reactions 
the injection, not serious but severe 
enou cause some discomfort. 
For these reasons, when dealing with 
active outbreak disease they 
can dangerous and should not 

five six months age, 
housing facilities are available, the 
calves can moved from the calf 
barn quarters designed accom- 
modate heifers. From the labor 
standpoint, pens large enough 
accommodate more heifers are 
recommended. The size the pen 
that practical will determined 
the size the herd. any pro- 
gram loose housing heifers, 
there must enough pens make 
heifers according size and age. 
Outside exercise yards connected 
with each pen are highly recom- 
mended. Under this arrangement, 
the heifers are free come and 
will. Even rather severe tem- 
peratures, surprising how much 
time the heifers spend outside. The 
outside yard provides more exercise, 
allows the heifer breathe clean 
fresh air, and greatly reduces the 
number square feet floor space 
required accommodate given 
number heifers. new construc- 
tion remodeling, these facts should 
kept mind. All that required 
heifer barn provide shelter 
and feeding place. With the tem- 
perature factor ruled out, accommo- 
dations can constructed re- 
modeled with economy mind. 
With definite trend towards in- 
creased herd size, this fact impor- 
tant. many dairy farms, where 
rather expensive structures are being 
used house heifers, these quarters 
could converted into accommoda- 
tions for milking cows and inexpen- 
sive shelters built for heifers 
great saving compared the con- 
struction new milking barn. 


The transfer calves from the 
calf barn the heifer quarters can 
represent critical period. This 
varticularly true the calves have 
been kept individual 
cause for the first time they are 
thrown into competition with other 
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calves. The strong, aggressive calf 
quick take over command, and 
the timid calf forced accept the 
leavings, which often not enough. 
For this reason the calves should 
carefully graded according size 
and aggressiveness. For several weeks 
after this transfer they should 
kept under close observation. Often 
becomes necessary transfer one 
more calves from one group 
another keep them evenly 
matched. 

There are, addition, three man- 
agement details that should 
carried out schedule: 


(1) For management reasons, the 
horns should removed. The two 
most common removable techniques 
are the electric dehorner and cupping 
them out. Both these techniques, 
for pleasing results, require that man- 
keep close observation 
the development the button 
make sure that done the right 
stage development. For 
sults, and minimum danger, 
both methods require certain 
amount skill gained only through 
experience and proper timing. With 
the electric dehorner, overburning 
can cause deformed head and 
underburning does not kill the horn 
and frequently grows into mal- 
formed They are unsightly and 
can almost dangerous other 
animals horn that was allowed 
develop. The malformation and 
growth make them difficult and even 

button the right stage develop- 
ment can “cupped” out with 
safety and with minimum discom- 
fort the calf. Properly done, this 
method horn removal almost 
guarantees the development 
symmetrical head. the horn button 
allowed become overdeveloped 
difficult remove, causing ex- 
cessive bleeding, occasionally severe 
enough cause death. 

There are still some breeders who 
prefer the wide flat poll and let the 
horns grow, and when certain 
stage development reached re- 
move them with saw clippers. 
tical viewpoint, this method should 
outmoded. causes great animal 
discomfort, excessive bleeding and 
time consuming. reach the de- 
sired poll development, the horns 
must allowed grow until the 
animal year more old, and 
the meantime the boss heifer can in- 
flict brutal punishment upon her less 
aggressive pen mates. 


(2) Between six and eight months 
age all heifers should

portant grade and purebred breed- 
ers alike. Vaccination has established 
itself very effective means pre- 
venting the staggering losses once 
caused this disease. the pure- 
bred breeder who depends upon cattle 
sales supplement his income, 
must.

(3) All heifers should examin- 
for extra teats between and 
months age, and any are found 
they should removed. not 
advisable remove them much 
younger age. the calf, what 
pears little more than pimple 
may later develop into extra teat. 
examination made this early 
age these are hardly removable, and 
they are often missed. Even with the 
well-defined extra teat, more com- 
plete removable job possible 
little more. They are more than just 
extra teats. They are actually extra 
quarters. the base each there 
are varying amounts 
tissue, depending somewhat upon 
the size the teat, and some 
them may even become functional. 
Any extra teat can create manage- 
ment problem, and detract from the 
appearance the udder, but the 


functional ones are the real trouble- 
makers. 

nize the desirability removing 


extra teats. Over the years, various 
home-fashioned methods have been 
employed. For example, 
rubber band stretched and wound 
tightly around the teat cut off 
circulation. time the teat will drop 
off, but the job long way from 
being complete. the udder de- 
velops pouch forms the point 
where the teat was removed. The 
secretory tissue has been undamaged, 
and calving time may begin 
function. This method 
leave open fistula through which 
the products the functioning tissue 
drains down over the outside the 
udder. The open fistula invites in- 
fection. becomes infected the 
main functioning quarters 
ously endangered. this stage, fur- 
ther removal not possible. The only 
approach the problem treat 
the rudimentary quarter through the 
fistula kill the infection. This 
accomplished, drugs can used 
dry further secretion. Nothing, 
however, can done remove the 
unsightly pouch from the surface 
the udder. 

The proper removal extra teats, 
while simple operation, requires 


certain amount skill and know- 
how. The teat should stretched 
out and grasped with pair for- 
ceps close the surface the 
udder possible. This step taken, 
the teat can then clipped off 
with shears with the forceps acting 
guide. This method not only 
removes the teat itself, but also des- 
troys most the secreting tissue 
the base the teat. The teat re- 
moved, all that necessary 
paint the open surface with iodine. 
The iodine serves two purposes,— 
disinfects, and also tends shrink 
the surface tissue for quick closure 
without telltale scars. Occasionally, 
with extremely large extra teats, the 
removal leaves wide gapping open- 
ing the skin. these cases, few 
stitches help hasten closure and 
healing. Extra teat removal should 
preceded careful examination. 
times, the size and the grouping 
teats make difficult distin- 
uish between the extra and the one 
will functional. There are 
cases record where the wrong 
teat was removed, mistake for 
which there correction. 


The pasture season represents the 
weakest link our heifer develop- 
ment program. The most common 
error turn heifers pasture 
before they are old enough grub 
their entire living and maintain 
satisfactory growth rate. Heifers 
months age and younger cannot 
and should not required de- 
pend upon pasture their only 
source food. The term pasture 
very loosely used. may used 
refer highly improved produc- 
tive area seeded the most desirable 
and highest yielding pasture plants. 
The same term used when refer- 
ring bushy area distantly located 
from the buildings, and such 
nature that improvement practical- 
therefore, set single feeding 
program that should followed 
pasture. the growth requirements 
the heifers are satisfied, the 
feeding program must adjusted 
and supplement the pas- 
ture shortage.

Trials have shown that heifers take 
full advantage these shelters. 

Older heifers not require such 
favorable accommodations. They are 
capable supplying their own needs 
the food available, but they 
cannot create. the early growing 
season, when the growth pasture 
grasses are their peak, they may 
very well even unimproved 
pastures the acreage large 
enough. Later the growing season, 
when temperature and the lack 
soil moisture retards the growth, 
may become impossible for them 
ather enough food support the 
rate growth. unfavor- 
able growing seasons this can apply 
even the highly improved pasture. 
only logical that dairyman 
should make the greatest possible 
use pasture. also important 
for dairyman realize that even 
the improved pasture does not offer 
complete solution the summer 
feeding problem. Fluctuations the 
growing season can result abun- 
dance, followed shortage. The 
periods abundance are welcomed 
and cause reason for conern. 
Periods shortage, however, com- 
mand the dairyman’s attention and 
corrective action. 

With heifer coming into produc- 
tion two years age slightly 
thereafter, time the important fac- 
tor.

growth. Pasture shortages are the 
number one cause retarded growth 
occur, and they do, management 
must recognize them and_ provide 
whatever supplementary feeding that 
tory growth rate. many cases, 
supplementary grain feeding all 
that required. extremely un- 
favorable growing seasons, pasture 
may even fail meet the roughage 
requirements. such cases both hay 
and grain should fed. not prop- 
erly supplemented, heifers 
unimproved native 
growing and represent danger 
period. Hunger forces the heifers 
search out and consume almost any 
growing plant. doing they 
often eat unpalatable weeds and 
other types herbage that are nor- 
mally passed up. Some these can 
deadly poisonous when consumed 
quantity. For example, “bracken” 
poisoning, identified the late Dr. 
John Bosshart, comes from eating 
the large fern that grows swampy 
areas. Heifers will only consume 
when all other sources food have 
been exhausted. Protection against 
this hazard simple, just supply 
them with hay and grain suffi- 
cient amounts satisfy their appe- 
tites. This not added burden 
expenditure because both 
quired maintain desirable rate 
growth. 
nder today’s standards, dairymen 
can longer accept pasture 
sole solution their summer feeding 
program. the one crop, however, 
that does not have harvested 
and brought the cattle. 
therefore, both logical and practical 
that dairymen should make the great- 
est possible use pasture. This 
means more than just transferring 
heifers from the barn distant pas- 
ture areas just soon the grass 
begins grow green the spring. 
Pasture can very valuable crop 
when treated crop and not just 
accepted gift from nature.

made little effort improve 
the heifer pasture. With the unfavor- 
able economic conditions now con- 


fronting the entire dairy industry, the 
dairyman forced search for 
every possible means reducing ex- 
penditures. There some danger 
that more dairymen, forced reduce 
expenditures, will accept pastures 
they are and will not invest the neces- 
sary dollars required keep them 
top production. This would false 
economy. Pasture yields would de- 
cline and require costly supplemen- 
tary feeding maintain 
tory growth rate heifers. Failure 
provide this supplementary feed- 
ing could even more costly. Heif-

date. This especially serious with 
the bred heifers. They will calve 
undersized and underdeveloped. This 
does not mean that they are through 
growing, but does mean that dur- 
ing the first lactation and even the 
second they must divert part their 
food for continued growth.

Failure properly heif- 
ers can costly another way.

Now that the harvest season 
over, good time give 
some thought and action the care 
your cattle’s feet. This area 
cattle health often overlooked and, 
hence, sadly neglected. 

With the advent pen and free- 
stall stabling, the cows have been 
given more freedom. However, many 
the new setups have cement loaf- 
ing areas with bunk-feeders includ- 
ed. This means that cattle are 
“cement” good deal the time. 
The land areas are minimized and 
cattle longer long distances 
pastures many cases. This affects 
the health normal hoof many 
adverse ways. Some these condi- 
tions are listed and discussed, brief- 
ly, below. 


Overgrowth the hoof walls 

This deformity which the 
lateral wall curls beneath the sole. 
occurs mainly the hind feet but 
may also affect the front feet. The 
cause insufficient wear because 
inadequate exercise and soft foot- 
ing. This overgrowth should 
trimmed away, oftentimes more than 
once. Occasionally, this type hoof 
growth may congenital na- 
ture and these bloodlines should 


avoided. 


Elongation the toes 


This will cause the weight 
shifted back upon the heels produc- 
ing arthritis and tendonitis from the 
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strain. The cause essentially the 
same the condition above, but 
many times occurs due previous 
foot infection, punctures 
foot rot. Treatment consists 
trimming the toes while leaving the 
heels high possible. 


This the overgrowth tissue 
between the claws. The cause 
prolonged irritation the area—it 
especially prevalent beef breeds 
from overweight conditions. Treat- 
ment requires surgical removal 
veterinarian. 


Laminitis founder 


Seen more horses, but occasion- 
ally cattle, result over- 
engorgement. causes stilted, 
hesitant gait though 
are “walking eggs.” Treatment 
consists treating indigestion 
first, and using cold applications 
the feet reduce the congestion. 
Your veterinarian will use various 
drugs relieve this condition. 


Acute foot rot 


This condition generally caused 
bacterial organism which enters 
the soft tissues between the toes. 
causes severe swelling which may 
extend above the heel and front 
the toes. responds treatment 
very well noticed soon enough. 
Your veterinarian will give you ad- 
vice the proper treatment. 


Chronic foot rot 
“athletes feet" 


This condition usually lacks swell- 
ing but instead. shows warty growths 
with oozing weeping exudated 
the areas the heels. The speci- 
fic organism which causes this has 
not been identified. There 
marked lameness, but peculiar gait 
There may weight and 
production loss. offensive odor 
always present. Treatment your 
veterinarian will include curetting 
the lesion, dressings, and the in- 
troductions foot baths. 

the common, above-mentioned 
conditions are noted 
immediately, many cows will live 
long, more useful lives, and produc- 
tion will affected only one 
way—UP!

herited ability. Even good pas- 
ture, few weeks supplementar 
grain feeding has proven bot 
practical and profitable. Pasture con- 
dition seems rather un- 
stable nature and quickly lost once 
the heifer comes into production, 
leaving her very limited 
serves cover any shortages that 
might exist her milking ration. 
During this preparatory period for 
calving, small investment sup- 
plementary grain feeding can return 
large dividends.

The calfhood stage, once past the 
winter feeding period for yearlings, 
becomes almost routine procedure.

Grain should fed only supple- 
ment the roughage and just 
such amounts required main- 
tain good rate growth and body 
development. 

general, type dairy cattle 
determined inheritance. heif- 
carries inheritance for unde- 
sirable type characteristics, these de- 
fects cannot corrected any 
known feeding management prac- 
tice.
